Dayan would meet 
PLO to solve 
refugee problem

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
said last night that he would recom- 
mend Israel’s participation in any 
international talks on a solution to 
the Palestinian refugee problem, 
even if the PLO represented the 
refugees. - 

But he told Israel TV that Israel 
would not take part in any talks on 
“achievements of the PLO’s alms or 
the establishment of an infrastruc- 
ture for a Palestinian state.” 

• Dayan repeated Israel’s emphatic 
rejection of the possibility of direct 
qr t&Jfewitb the PLO, even 

if the organization recognized Israel 
and- declared a halt to terror. But he 
said that the conflict between Israel 
and the Arabs would not end before 
the refugee problem was solved, and 
Israel would attend any conference 
addressing this problem to which it 
was invited. 

. Dayan said that he had not heard 
of Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich’s 
proposal that Dayan take over the 
Treasury. If anyone made such pn 
offer, "I’d smile It away,” he said. 

If Knesset elections are advanced,. 
Dayan said, be would not run. He did 
..not know whether he would be a can- 
didate if the Knesset survives its foil 
term. 


Gold reserves 
undervalued

Every central bank in the world 
baa profited from the recent gold 
price rise, and among them the Bank 
of Israel,- which holds 1.2 million 
ounces of the metal. 

But the Israeli central bank's gold 
is listed as being worth only HS an 
ounce, while the market price has 
shot up of late to as high as $444. Gold 
thus contributes only 654m. to the 
country’s official foreign currency 
reserves. Its market value of fOSSm. 
means that the hoard is undervalued 
by *480 m,. 

Israel’s foreign currency reserves 
grew in September by 815m. to stand 
at $2.63lb. But Inclusion of the Bank 
of Israel’s gold at its current value 
would make this figure $3. lib., 
significantly higher.

Reactions to the season's first 
(rainfall, which took the country by 
surprise early yesterday morning, 
were mixed. 

Cotton and peanut farmers were 
most upset by the intermittent 
showers, accompanied in some 
places by high winds, thunder and 
even haiL Their harvests, far from 
completed, are threatened by the 
moisture and by the possibility of 
cotton getting knocked off the plants. 

Other fanners were happier, but 
the downpour's early timing made it 
of limited value. The rain, following 
a heat wave, was also expected to 
provide a fine environment for Insect 
growth. “Thla is Just what the peats 
needed, but not the plants," one ex- 
pert said sourly. “Toil may think the 
rain a good thing, reviving your city 
gardens and giving them fragrance, 
but we don’t," he said. 

Further warttess -was heard from 
Negev Bed inn, who claim that early 
rain is a sign of drought. If true, it 
could spell disaster; the country is 
already suffering from the effects of 
last year’s rain shortage. 

Haifa fishermen, awakened at 2:80 
a.xn. by thunder and lightning, seem- 
ed the most enth usi astic. “It will 
wash a lot of silt into the sea, which 
will attract and provide food for the 
fish. We expect improved catches off 
the coast shortly," one of them said. 

The heaviest precipitation ac- 
cumulation measured was at central 
Carmel's Biological Institute, where 
•40.7 nun. fell. Haifa port got 18.8 
mm., Nahariya 28 and Nazareth 11. 

; Several power failures affected 
Haifa. Alula and Tiberias. Umbrellas 
'and raincoats were taken out of 
storage and morning rush hour traf- 


fic In Haifa was slowed to a craw] by 
slippery roads, mud, stones and 
rocks. But no serious accidents were 
reported. 

Five persons were injured in four 
separate accidents in the Tei Aviv 
area during the storm, and traffic 
jams were caused by several traffic 
lights which stopped functioning. 

In Tel Aviv's Charles Cl ore Park, 
the water sprinklers worked all day 
despite the fairly heavy rain. Asked 
why they were not turned off. a 
municipality, spokesman said the 
park's irrigation was done by a' 
private contractor. 

Rain began falling In Jerusalem at 
4 a.m. and continued sporadically 
through the day. Ranging in force 
from a light drizzle to heavy cloud- 
burst s, it put a damper on the city's 
pre-Succot fair In Sherman Park and 
caused some traffic jams, but no 
serious accidents were reported. 

In Amman, Jordan, torrential 
rains and thunderstorms disrupted 
traffic and communications in what 
officials described as the worst 
“anger of nature” in 47 years. A 
number of houses were damaged, 
scores of cars collided. Civil defence 
brigades were mobilized for rescue 
work and to provide temporary 
shelter. . 

Meteorologists said that light rain 
may still fall in some areas until ear- 
ly this morning. Tomorrow is ex- 
pected to be clear, but some heavy 
rainclouds are headed in this direc- 
tion from Greece, the weathermen 
warned. They may arrive just In 
time to make a wet start for those 
who observe the commandment to 
eat and sleep out of doors during Suc- 
cot, which begins tomorrow night. 


Soviet Olympics official says 
PLO not invited to Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI). — A Soviet official 
of the 1980 Olympics organizing com- 
mittee yesterday denied that the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) has been invited to take part ■ 
in the Moscow Games. But he did sot 
rule out the possibility of a Palesti- ' 
nian delegation attending in an 
observer capacity. 

The PLO's sports wing said on 
Tuesday in Beirut it had been Invited 
to compete in the games by the inter- 
national federation and the Olympic 
committee in charge of preparations 
for the Moscow Olympics. The Inter- 
national Olympic Committee (IOC) 
immediately called the report “Im- 
possible." 

“As laid down by the IOC at its 
meeting in Montevideo (Uruguay, 
last April), invitations to the Olym- 
pic Games will be sent out not before 
January 1980," organizing com- 
mittee official Vladimir Lazarev 
said. “Since this is October, 1979, no 


invitations have been issued. 

"The Palestinians cannot, 
therefore, have received any in- 
‘ vitatlon.” 

Asked if the Soviet organizers non- 
etheless plan to invite the PLO next 
January, the official said: “I am not 
aware of such a plan. The PLO is hot 
a member of the IOC. For us the 
most important thing is to observe 
the Olympic Charter." 

Under the charter, only the 185 
national Olympic committees which 
are IOC members can take part in 
the games. 

Asked if the Palestinians might at- 
tend in an unofficial capacity, 
Lazarev said: “Of course, there will 
be many guests at the Olympics who 
may be invited by Soviet 
organizations other than the organiz- 
ing committee. A Palestinian obser- 
ving delegation might be among 
them, but that does not mean they 
will be taking part."

More clouds headed our way 

Early rain a wet blanket 
for cotton, peanut crops

The Ministerial Defence Com- 
mittee yesterday refused to ap- 
prove plans to seize Arab-owned 
land for Jewish settlement in the 
West Bank. 

A two-thirds majority rejected 
a proposal by the chairman of 
the Ministerial Settlement Com- 
mittee, Agriculture Minister 
Sharon, to seize 173 . dunam of 
disputed lands near Elkana, on 
the Kafr Kasim- Ariel. road. 

The committee also refrained 

from exercising fts authority to ap- 
prove land seizures at six other 
settlement sites. Without even hear- 
ing the details, the committee 
referred the matter to the -cabinet 
plenary for a full-scale' debate on the 
issue. It thus reversed the practice 
whereby it took decisions on settle- 
ment and the cabinet plenary dis- 
cussed them only if ministers 
appealed* 

The decision evoked thinly veiled 
threats by the National Religous 
Party to quit the coalition unless the 
settlements are provided with land 
for their expansion. An NRP defec- 
tion would bring down Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin 's govern- 
ment. 

Foreign Minister " Moshe Dayan 
said last night that he was “very, 
very opposed" to confiscation of 
privately-owned land for the 
enlargement of settlements in Judea 
and Samaria. Interviewed on TV's 


“Moked" programme, Dayan said 
he favoured the establishment of 
settlements (n these areas, but only 
on government land. 

Dayan refused to say how he would 
vote when the question of expansion 
of existing settlements comes up for 
government decision at the next 
cabinet meeting, as decided at high 
level consultations in Jerusalem 
yesterday. But he indicated that he 
would side with Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman in opposing the 
proposed confiscations. 

Before a settlement is established, 
Dayan said, the government should 
ibake sure that the available land is 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
project. He said he was sure 
Agriculture Minister Sharon was in 
full agreement with this principle. 

The six committee members who 
met yesterday were provided with 
detailed maps delineating the areas 
where uncultivated Arab-owned 
lands were to be seized for Jewish 
settlement. These maps were 
prepared by the Defence Ministry 
and Sharon's aides. 

The maps concern plots of 300 to 2,- 
500 dunam for Elkana, Keduroiro, 
Beit Horon, Givon, Ofra and two 
planned settlements — near Elkana 
and Givon. 

The committee only discussed the 
172 dunam for Elkana B, 6.5 km. east 
of the present Elkana. 

The Arab owner had sold that land 
about two years ago. He thought he 
had sold it to another Arab and 
appealed to court to cancel the deal

The pontiff was scheduled to ad- 
dress a massive mass in New York's 
Shea Stadiroi iater yesterday before 
setting off for the next stop on his 
U.S. visit, Philadelphia. 

In a special greetihg to New York 
Jewish leaders, including Mayor Ed 
Koch, he said world Catholicism and 
world Jewry shared “a common 
determination to reject' all forms of 
anti-Semitism and discrimination. 

"As one who In my homeland has 
shared the suffering of your 
brethren. I greet you with the word 
taken from the Hebrew language: 
ShaJom, peace be with you." 

Buffeted by wind- and rain in 
Manhattan's Battery Park, with the 
Statue of Liberty in the background, 
the pope urged a drenched but 
enthusiastic crowd of 50,000 to en- 
sure that America honour Its tradi- 
tion as a haven for the oppressed. 

“The freedom that was gained 


roust be ratified each day by the firm 
rejection of whatever wounds, 
weakens or dishonours human life. 

"I appeal to all who love freedom 
and justice to give a chance to all in 
need, to the poor and the powerless. 
Break open the hopeless cycles of 
poverty and ignorance that are still 
the lot of too many of our brothers 
and sistere," he said.

Israel has told the U.S. that if no 
international force has been organiz- 
ed and deployed by April 1982 to 
monitor the peace agreement with 
Egypt, the Israel Defence Forces 
will not complete their withdrawal 
from Sinai. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee yester- 
day about the proposals for super- 
vising the withdrawal and the peace 
worked out last month in Washington 
between Israel, Egypt and the U.S.. 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan said : 
“The United States took note of a 
statement which I made to this effect 
on behalf of the Israel government." 

Dayan said In an Interview on 
TV’s Moked programme last 
night that the only alternatives to 
accepting Ihe S'aai policing pliui 
were to suggest another accep- 
table plan or to declare the Camp 
David agreements void and to 
cease (he withdrawal. Dayan ad- 
mitted that the proposal was open 
to criticism. He said that by 
accepting responsibility for the 
supervision, the U.S. had fulfilled 
its obligations under the treaty. 

Dayan told the Knesset committee 
that his statement to Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance said: "It cannot 
be expected that Israel will

DM heads hold off 
on leaving coalition

The Democratic Movement Coun- 
cil yesterday overwhelmingly re- 
jected calls for the party's im- 
mediate withdrawal from the coali- 
tion. and gave the government 70 
days in which to achieve its aims. 

In a decision which was the • 
mildest of all those adopted by coali- • 
' tion parties recently, the DM said its 
council would reconsider Its con- 
tinued participation in the govern- 
ment sometime in mid-December. 

The DM listed a number of objec- 
tives for the government. Including a 
state budget cut to restrain inflation, 
and a cut in the number of public sec- 
tor employees. The DM also 
demanded progress in solving the 
housing shortage, in the selling of 
public lands to private citizens, and 
on Project Renewal for the country's 
slum neighbourhoods. 

The DM will weigh Its position in 
the coalition in the light of the 
progress made by the government 
during the coming two-and-a-half 
months. 

The DM’s decision contrasts with 
Liberal and NRP demands for im- 
mediate improvement in govern- 
ment functioning and in moves to 
reshuffle the cabinet even before the 
Knesset reconvenes. 

Opinions within the DM were 
divided as to- what might happen Jn 
70 days. 

The party overwhelmingly re- 
jected a proposal by MK Mordcchai 
Elgrnbli to leave the coalition im- 
mediately and another, by the Odcd 
group, calling for the ouster — in any 
cabinet reshuffle — of Welfare 
Minister Israel Katz. 


withdraw from area “C" of Sinai

a document submitted. to*israel. - 

This document define ’ the IJ.S. as 
responsible for the supervision, he 
said. "I want to emphaJize the 
credibility of the Untied States as far 
as the parties to the peace agree- • 
ment are concerned. I want to stress 
the influence which the United States 
exerts over the parties." The U.S. 
was assuming total responsibility for 
the supervision, while UNTSO would 
be playing a supporting role, he said. 
For the period after the April 1982 
withdrawal from area “C," the U.S. < 
had promised to take action to set up ‘ 
a UN force or a multi-national force 
which would enter area "C" and dis- 
charge its tasks there, he said. 

Dayan recalled that during the 
Washington talks Egypt had 
backtracked on the agreement

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Teachers’ strike likely after Succot

TEL AVIV. — The threat of a 
teachers' strike immediately after 
Succot appeared to be increasing; 
yesterday when a delegation of the 
Histadrut Teachers Union reported 
that no progress towards settling 
their dispute had been made in a 
meeting with Education Minister 
Zcvulun Hammer. 

Union secretary-general Shalom 
Levin said last night that he had urg- 
ed Hammer to "work desperately in 
the short time that remains to pre- 
vent the strike.” He said that 
Hammer had expressed general sup- 
port for the teachers' case but was 
powerless to act without Treasury 
backing. 

"We seem to be moving slowly but 
surely towards a strike which 
nobody wants,” he said. 

The teachers are asking for a 20 
per cent wage increase, similar to 
that gained by the Engineers Union 
in July. However, the Civil Service 
Commission claims that most of the 


engineers' increase came in the 
form of special bonuses which do not 
apply to teachers. 

Hammer. has asked the attorney- 
general for a ruling on this matter. 

The Civil Service Commission* has 
refused to release statistics about 
the engineers' pay. A request for this 
information by Moshe Etzioni. chair- 
man of the government committee 
investigating the status and working 
conditions of teachers set up as a 
result of last year's strike, was ig- 
nored for several months. Eventual- 
ly Hammer met with Finance 
Minister Sfmha Ehrlich and the two 
agreed that the information should 
be made available. Nevertheless, it 
has still not been released and Et- 
zioni has submitted his resignation 
in protest. 

Etzioni said yesterday that if he 
did not receive the statistics by Oc- 
tober 14, his resignation would 
become Snal and the rest of his com- 
mittee would resign with him. 

Engineers Union secretary 
Mordechai Geller yesterday sent a 
letter to Hammer protesting against 


the minister's support of the 
teachers. He said that the Knesset 
had agreed last May that linkage of 
salaries of different groups in the 
economy is wasteful and undermines 
efficiency and industrial order. 

The National Parents Committee 
yesterday called on all sides to do 
everything to avoid a strike. Com- 
mittee chairman Yitzhak Efroni said 
he fears that a strike this year will be 
even more damaging than last 
year's, the effects of which, he 
claimed, are still being felt. The 
committee has asked Knesset 
members to put aside party 
differences to prevent the strike, and 
has requested that Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin intervene personal- 
ly. 

The parents expressed general 
support for the teachers’ claims. 
Efroni said that all parents were 
sent a letter on Tuesday calling on 
them, in the event that a strike does 
take place, to remain at home with 
their children and thereby bring the 
economy to a halt.

A comment made yesterday by 
one of the five judges hearing the 
controversial Eilon Moreh settle- 
ment case appeared to indicate that 
the final ruling would not Ignore the 
"political .motives" behind the es- 
tablishment of the outpost. 

Presiding Justice Moshe Landau 
said that the statement made by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
about the developments leading to 
the creation of Eilon Moreh required 
him to examine the possibility that 
"the motives were largely political 
arguments.” 

The hearing of the High Court of 
Justice was held to .clarify a 
number of points in the answers sub- 
mitted to the court last week by 
Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan, 
explaining the security significance 
of the site, which lies on an exposed 
hillside overlooking Nablus, the 
largest Arab city on the West Bank. 

State Attorney Gavriel Bach 
yesterday submitted two documents 
to tbe court, intended to support the 
claim of the respondents that the 
settlement was built for security 


reasons, and not due to political 
pressure from Gush Emunlm — one 
of the points stressed by Eitan In his 
affidavit. 

One document, signed by Cabinet 
Secretary Arye Naor, described the 
events that led to the meeting of the 
Ministerial Defence Committee on 
January 7 this year, at which it was 
decided that the Eilon Moreh settle- 
ment group could move into the site 
"when the government saw fit.” 

Na or's letter further explained 
that the government tried to con- 
sider the problems of settlement 
groups when deciding, In accordance 
with the requirements of the IDF, 
when to allow them to set up new out- 
posts. 

A second document submitted 
yesterday was a master plan for 
Jewish settlement In the ad- 
ministered territories shown to the 
chief of staff by the then head of the 
central command, Aluf Rehavam 
Ze'evi (Ghandhi), in September 
1973. 

Ze'evi's plan stressed the 
"supreme security value” of settle- 
ment In the territories — perhaps the 
major point in the Eilon Moreh case 
— and specifically suggested the 


creation of a Jewish city in the 
Nablus area to be called "Kiryat 
Shechem." 

Landau conducted several ex- 
changes with Bach during which the 
judge said that in the light of the 
state's explanation of the events 
preceding the establishment of the 
outpost, he believed that the motives 
were "largely political.”

Arafat visits 
Jackson in 
Beirut hospital 

BEIRUT. — Rev. Jesse Jackson 
received a visit In a hospital here 
last night from PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat, but continued talks 
between the two were postponed un- 
til Jackson recovers from his 
"severe stomach ailment.” 

The U.S. black leader, continuing 
his self-styled Middle East shuttle 
diplomacy, was to deliver a message 
to Arafat from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 


Jackson was back In Beirut after 
Sadat lent him his personal plane to 
deliver the message to Arafat. 

Sadat's message reportedly calls 
on the PLO to declare a cease-fire 
and recognize Israel In exchange for 
a seat in tbe peace talks. 

■ Jackson said he and Sadat agreed 
that the "terror tactics and the dis- 
respect of Israel by the PLO are the 
main impediments to anyone hear- 
ing their case and this is the moment 
the PLO should seize." Jackson later 
said he doesn’t think the PLO is a 
'.‘terrorist organization,” but called 
on the organization to drop armed 
struggle against Israel and urged 
Arafat to resort to "psychological 
rather than guerrilla warfare." 

Jackson arrived back in Beirut — 
whore he last met Arafat on Satur- 
day — after a briefing with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. The official 
Syrian news agency said after the 
meeting that Assad explained to 
Jackson that the Camp David ac- 
cords were an obstacle to peace.

TEL AVIV. — Prof. Yuval Ne'eman 
yesterday called on members of 
other parties who desire a national 
renaissance to join the new Tehiya 
party, whose "birth” will be marked 
officially next Monday at Binyanel 
Ha'ooma in Jerusalem.

The new party includes individuals 
from a number of parties, such as 
Geula Cohen and her colleagues 
from the Herut Loyalists Circle, 
although the group no longer formal- 
ly exists.

Hotels fill up as country readies for Succot

There are no rooms left for the 
week of Succot In most of the coun- 
try's resorts, but a few places are 
available in Netanya and Ashkelon. 

An official of a Jerusalem travel 
agency said yesterday that oil kib- 
butz guest houses are fully booked, 
as are hotels in Eilat. Arad and the 
Dead Sea region. Nahariya, Safad 
and Tiberias hotels are also reported 
to be fully booked. 

Thousands of campers are ex- 
pected to pitch their tents along the 
Red Sea coast over the holiday. In 
readiness for the onslaught, the 
Nature Protection Society is prepar- 
ing three information stations, at 


Eilat, Sharm e-Sheikh and a point 
midway between them. Information 
on the society’s free tours will be 
given, together with warnings 
against littering, and large bags will 
be handed out in which campers will 
be asked to keep their refuse. 

The society is also conducting 
dozens of free holiday tours In the 
north of the country. Information on 
them is posted on public notice 
boards and can also be had at the 
society's offices in the main cities. 

In Jerusalem, the municipality is 
providing free daily tours of the Old 
City, starting Saturday, and con- 
tinuing throughout Succot week, at 
8.30 a.m. and 2.15 p.m., with guiding 
In Hebrew and English. The tours, 
which last about an hour, leave from 


David's Tower. 

The Citadel area, near Jaffa Gate, 
will also be the site of the municipal 
succa, where Mayor Teddy Kollek 
will hold a reception for the public on 
Monday from 4 p.m. to 6.30 p.m. 
Another municipal succa In the 
Liberty Bell Park will offer free 
entertainment and public folk dan- 
cing. 

And in Tel Aviv, the Sheraton 
Hotel is marking the holiday with a 
mass Jogging excursion along the 
seashore on Shabb&t. Meeting In the 
hotel lobby at 7.30 a.m., runners will 
be led by marathon expert Barrie 
Shaw from the U.S. For IL40, 
joggers will take part in the run, en- 
joy an Israeli breakfast afterwards 
and then hear expert tips on jogging. 


TA suburbs all a-buzz on stinging issue

TEL AVIV. — A stinging exchange 
on the origin of the mosquitoes 
plaguing the residential 
neighbourhoods north of the Yarkon 
River in the past month is taking 
place between Tel Aviv Municipality 
and Ramat Hasharon Local Council, 
with each accusing the other of being 
the source of the pests. 

After complaints by those living in 
Ramat Aviv Gimme! and other 
quarters north of the Yarkon, Tel 
Aviv this week completed a large 
pest control operation throughout 
the area, municipal executive 
member and head of the municipal 
sanitation department Arye Kremer 

said yesterday. 

Kremer said the operation should 
eliminate the mosquitoes' breeding 
grounds. According to him, because 
of a breakdown In tbe Ramat 
Hasharon sewage pump, sewage 
water had been channelled Into the 
fields, rather than the cesspools, and 
it was this that had created breeding 
grounds from which the mosquitoes 


had swooped on Tel Aviv. 

Kremer said it was impossible for 
the mosquitoes to have flown from 
Tel Aviv to Ramat Hasharon, 
"because the standing water is 
there, not here. 

■ "We took action to kill the mos- 
quitoes, because Tel Aviv residents 
are also suffering from the situation. 
The mosquitoes don’t carry any ad- 
dress, but we have proved they come 
from Ramat Hasharon," Kremer 
said. He added that a jar of mos- 
quitoes in his possession, which was 
filled in Ramat Hasharon, showed 
where the pests originated. 

"A senior official of Ramat 
Hasharon Local Council also 
regretted not being able to mark the 

mosquitoes and thus prove their 


place of origin. "But they are cer- 
tainly .not from Ramat Hasharon, 
because we have no breeding 
grounds," the official said. 

Admitting that Ramat Hasharon 
does occasionally suffer from mos- 
quitoes, the official stressed that 
Ramat Hasharon conducts pest- 
control operations every Wednes- 
day, and has two pesticide tanks 
always ready to battle the stinging 
insects. 

Ramat Hasharon, the official said, 
was quick to act on any mosquito 
alert within Its jurisdiction, from Tel 
Aviv or any other source. "However, 
we believe that the mosquitoes now 
plaguing the area ’d'drth of the 
Yarkon River come from . Petah 
Tikva."

RAMAT GAN. — Fear that elephant 
and rhinoceros In the Safari Park 
here would stampede at the sight of 
paratroopers descending overhead 
caused cancellation of this after- 
noon’s free-fall display in Ramat 
Gan.

The 
army said the men are capable of 
landing within two metres of a 
target. 

Meanwhile, in Ahhdod, a jumping 
display was halted when spectators 
rah into the landing zone, en- 
dangering themselves and the 
paratroopers. The onlookers ignored 
the army's pleas that they keep a 
safe distance from the sand dune 
target. The paratroopers who didn't 
jump were flown back to their base. 
..Earlier yesterday thousands of 
schoolchildren lined the Nahariya 
coast to watch 70 paratroopers Jump 
Into the soa.

Hut gives way to Hadera power plant

All Kasim al-Kaysi and his 16- 
member clan, occupied the site ear- 
marked for the coal terminal and 
refused to leave It when the land was 
expropriated five years ago. A 
years -long court battle followed, and 
the rest of the family agreed to

Flower exports starting; storms ahead

TEL AVIV. — The flower export 
season starts -today, hut growers 
threaten to stop the export of flowers 
In a fortnight, if the government does 
not give them financial -aid. 

The decision to go ahead with the 
season's start came only after a stor- 
my session of the Israel Association 
of Commercial Flower Growers 
yesterday voted by a majority of one 
to postpone the strike planned for to- 
day to enable the government to find 
a solution to the economic plight of 
the farmers. 

The growers’ statisticians claim 
that because of galloping inflation, 
the ratio between the dollar and the 
Israel pound is constantly eroded, 
and that by the end of the flower ex- 
port season in May the growers will 
' have lost JJjSOQm. 

Agriculture Ministry Director- 
General Avraham Ben-Meir promis- 
ed growers he would see what he 
could do to meet their demands for 
compensation. 


This year, Israeli flower-growers 
expect to export some 950 million 
flowers, 225 million more than last 
year. 1 

As distinct from last year, the 
Flower Marketing Board has this 
year reached an agreement with the 
Dutch flower growers to regulate ex- 
ports to Europe. Last year, at peak 
flower growing time, Dutch flower 
growers complained that Israel was 
flooding the market. 

By the start of November, growers 
expect to be sending some 500,000 
flowers daily to Europe in four jum- 
bo cargo planes. Expected receipts 
should be SiOOm.-llOm. - 

And In Holon, 250,000 flowers and 
some 100,000 plants go on exhibition 
this evening as the ninth Inter- 
national flower show opens there. 

Participating are growers from 
Israel and from' lo countries in 
Europe and Asia. The exhibition will 
stretch over a .65-dunam park at 
Pillbox Hill in the Tel Glborim 
neighbourhood.

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef yesterday warned Jews to 
"keep away from cigarette 
smoking" and called on teachers to 
refrain at least from smoking In 
school so as not to set a bad example 
for their pupils. 

• The chief rabbi told reporters that 
alcoholism and drug abuse are 
strictly prohibited by Jewish law, 
but he fell short of making the same 
pronouncement on smoking. (Tel 
Aviv’s Sephardi chief rabbi, David 
Halevy, issued an opinion three 
years ago that smoking Is forbidden 
according to HaJacha; but few 
prominent rabbis seconded his 
ruling.) 

"According to medical research 
today." Rabbi Yosef said, "smoking 
is dangerous to one's health, and 
“thus smoking violates the biblical in- 
junction in Deuteronomy: ’Take 
.therefore good care of yourselves."’ 
(which is understood as a prohibition 
(against doing something harmful to 
bne’s health). 

But the chief rabbi declined to 


issue a more strict and universal rul- 
ing against smoking because "some 
people get sick unless they smoke." 

He tojd The Jerusalem Post last 
night that a number of great Talmud 
scholars have written that some peo- 
ple with stomach disorders become 
sicker unless they smoke. But he 
said he had not asked any doctors 
whether this claim was medically 
proven. 

The chief rabbi also came out 
against spending fortunes on wed- 
ding celebrations (the Gerer rebbe 
has prohibited this tor years among 
his hassidim), and expressed sorrow 
over crowded housing conditions in 
disadvantaged neighbourhoods. 
"Most of them are neighbourhoods 
where Oriental Jews 11 ve,” he said in 
calling for a solution to the housing 
problem. 

Finally, Rabbi Yosef urged the 

teaching of more Jewish con- 
sciousness In state schools because 
"first, one must get to know our 
Tara... and only after that can pupils 
decide if they want to accept it or re- 
ject It. Even if they reject It, they 
will at least value it more.” 



Government budget deficit 
rose again in September

The government’s budgetary 
deficit is continuing to rise rapidly, 
according to figures available to The 
Jerusalem Post 

The Increase in September was 
HA. 5b., bringing the deficit for the 
first six months of the fiscal year up 
to HAl.5b. — although the deficit 
figure anticipated in the state budget 
for the entire year was IL9b. 

For the first few months of the 
fiscal year, the government was able 
to finance part of its activities by 
selling bonds. But bond sales declin- 
ed in August, and even more sharply 
In September (when only ILl.Sb. 
worth were sold). 

As a result, the gpvemment in- 


jected IL7.2b. worth of currency Into 
the economy, IL3b. of this in 
September. 

Bank of Israel Governor Amon 
Gafny Is * about to submit to the 
government and the Knesset Fin- 
ance Committee a report on the rise 
in the means of payment by more 
than 25 per cent since January. (In 
the same period, the consumer price 
index has risen by 53 per cent.) 

The report, which the governor Is 
required by law to submit whenever 
the means of payment rises by mare 
than 15 per cent, Is regarded in Bank 
of Israel circles as obsolete and as no 
longer serving its original object. It 
does, however, give the governor an 
opportunity to comment on govern- 
ment economic policy. 


Public will be advised 
how to conserve energy

TEL AVIV. — Two hundred informa- 
tion centres tor counselling the 
public on more efficient uses of 
energy are to be opened throughout 
the country as part of the Energy 
Ministry's fuel-saving campaign. 

This was announced yesterday 
when the head of the ministry's in- 
formation unit for energy saving,* 
Moshe' Gab&r, and representatives 
of the Building Centre of Israel out- 
lined at a press conference the: 
energy-saving plans. They also an- 
nounced the opening of the “Energy 
80“ exhibition on Sunday. 

Gabar said that Israeli industry 
saved 50,000 tons of fuel, worth over 
37.5m. during the past IS months. He 
added that 40,000 tons of fuel will be 
saved this year, according to the es- 
timates of energy-saving plans bas- 
ed on studies conducted in Industrial . 
plants. 

It was reported that national fuel 
consumption in 1978 was ap- 
proximately 7.863.000 tons, which 
cost a total of 3761,600,000, Fuel con- 
sumption is expected to rise by 6.5 
per cent this year, reachingsome 8.- 
390.000 tons. 

On the recommendation of the 
Energy Ministry, the Housing 
Ministry has made solar water . 
heating systems compulsory in all 


public housing projects. This took 
effect in April 1979. Gabar said. 

When It was discovered that 
tenants linked to a central water 
heating system use three times as 
much hot water as those who have 
individual heating systems, the 
Ministerial Economic Committee 
ruled that a tenant may cut himself 
off from the central system and In- 
stall a solar water heating system, 
even In communal property. Gabar 
.said. , 

The exhibition in the Kirya, which 
will display the wares of 50 
producers and importers, will be 
opened by Energy Minister Moda'l, 
whose ministry is sponsoring the 
show. The exhibition, organized by 
the Building Centre, will focus main- 
ly on efficient use of energy- 
consuming appliances at home and 
in industry, solar energy devices and 
insulating materials and techniques. 
The show, which will close on Oc- 
tober 18, will not be open on Friday 
and Saturday.

Tax income running 
13.5% over 1978

Taxes collected In the first half of 
1979 totalled ILSl.eb., tbe State 
Revenue Administration announced 
yesterday. The figure was a nominal 
increase of 97-5 per cent over the 
same period in 2979. or 13.5 per cent 
in real terms. 

The tax authorities hope to collect 
a total of IL2Wb. by the end ot the 
year. 

Of the total collected from 
January to June. IL47.5S. was taken 
in by income tax offices, an increase 
of 98 per cent. Customs intake was 
up 97 per cent to IL33.4b.. and 
revenue from other sources was up 
86 per cent to IL700ra. 

The administration Is pleased with 
the increased revenue, which 
stemmed from various steps taken 
by taxation authorities. These In- 
cluded better enforcement in collec- 
tion. requiring more employers to 
deduct taxes at source, raising in- 
terest rates on late payment, collec- 
tion drives and improved collection 
from corporations.

Haifa's Rambam Hospital has 
received a special commendation for 
its treatment of severely wounded 
UNIFIL personnel from Major- 
General Emmanuel Eraklne. 

In a letter yesterday to T&t-Aluf 
Aharon Lev-Ran, IDF general staff 
officer for UN liaison, Eraklne also 
praised the Tel Hashomer, Beit 
Lowenstein and Safad hospitals.

Export-import mail law 

The postal service has announced 
changes in parcel post regulations to 
and from the country: 

A reasonable quantity of goods for 
the recipient’s personal use may now 
be mailed from Israel, with no 
limitation on value. (The previous 
limit was XL500) . 

Persons leaving Israel may ship 
their personal and household 
belongings within six months of their 
departure date,, without having to 
apply for an export' licence. 

Gift packages may now be receiv- 
ed without applying for an import 
licence, with no limitation on value. 
(The previous limit was 3160.) 


Finance Ministry

Callaghan loses twice 
at Labour conference 
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BRIGHTON, England (UPI). — 
Former Labour prime minister 
.James Callaghan suffered his se- 
cond wounding defeat in two days at 
the hands of militant left-wingers at 
the party's annual conference. 

The conference, heavily loaded 
with trade union block votes, re- 
jected an appeal by Callaghan and 
adopted, by a majority of nearly 
850,000 out of six million, a left-wing 
proposal that the left-dominated 
National Executive Committee and 
not the party leader should in future 
have the final say in drafting 

Labour's election programme. 

Up to now, the party leader has 
had a veto right. Left-wingers com- 


plained that because of this radical 
proposals have been left out of the 
manifesto in the past. 

On Tuesday, the conference in- 
flicted a similar defeat on Callaghan 
by voting — also against his 
recommendation — that Labour 
MPs in future must submit to fresh 
vetting by local party activists 
before each general election. 

But a move to take the election of 
. the leader out of the bands of Labour 
Party members o if 'Parliament and 
- turn it over to the party as a whole 
was defeated. 

Despite these blows to Callaghan, 
aides expressed confidence that he 
would not quit.

Iranian oil 
workers told 
to back boss 

TEHERAN (UPI). — Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini yesterday urg- 
ed Iran's 40,000 oil workers to sup- 
port their new boss. All Akbar Moin- 
far. who has replaced dismissed oil 
chief Hass an Nazm. 

In remarks made to Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazargan and his 
cabinet on Tuesday night and broad- 
cast by state radio yesterday. 
Khomeini suggested "that the 
gentlemen of the cabinet, especially 
! the oil minister, should give a lot of 
attention to the fact that they must 
act with great care In their positions 
and the workers should support 
them." "I ask the oil workers that 
,they support (Moinfar), work for the 
country and do not go slow. Do not 
: take leave. Now the country belongs 
to them," the 79-year-old religious 
leader said. 

"The oil is their own. It is not a 
wasted effort. When it is our own, it 
Is our duty to work." Khomeini said 
in the first reference to the oil 
workers since Nazih’s ouster from 
the industry. 

Nazih, a French-educated lawyer 
who opposed clerical pleas for a 
wide-scale purge of workers con- 
sidered unsympathetic to the 
Islamic revolution, was dismissed in 
a cabinet reshuffle on Saturday. He 
had headed the nation's oil industry 
since March, when it resumed 
production following a 88-day strike 
to protest the rule of the shah. 

His successor, Moinfar, took 
charge on Monday as Iran’s first oil 
minister and chief of all energy- 
related industries. He promised to 
carry out the purge demanded by the 
clerical leaders, although he failed 
to set a specific programme for the 
"cleaning up" of the work force.

Zimbabwe Rhodesia Prime 
Minister Bishop Abel Muzorewa flat- 
ly rejected the appeal yesterday.

It called for genuine black majority 
rule, but also contained guarantees 
for the 200.000 white minority that 
their interests will be safeguarded in 
the first few years after in- 
dependence. 

Meanwhile, police said yesterday 
the body of John Giles, a white senior 
legal adviser to the Salisbury delega- 
tion at thq conference, was found on 
Tuesday in the basement of Lan- 
caster House, where the talks are be- , 
ing held. 

Police said Giles apparently had 
fallen into a stair well. 

They said foul play was not 
suspected; however, security was in- 
creased heavily around Lancaster 
House.

Pope renews Philadelphia’s brotherly love

PHILADELPHIA. — Despite its 
motto, this colonial Pennsylvania 
city in recent years has not been the 
"City of Brotherly Love." Perhaps 
for that reason. Pope John Paul n 
chose the city as his first stop after 
New York City. . 

Philadelphians say their city — 
which has been torn by racial strife, 
municipal corruption and shocking 
reports of police brutality en- 
couraged by the mayor — needs a lif- 
ting of the spirit. But nobody har- 
bours the belief that the pope’s visit 
will turn the corner on overcoming 
the city’s problems. 

"No city in the nation ... is more in 
need of the papal presence than 
.Philadelphia," local columnist Claude 
Lewis wrote last week. “The entire 


Delaware Valley region, for that 
matter. Is in desperate need of a visit 
-by the pope at these troubled times 
... be could stay here a month and 
still not reach the full measure of the 
problems we face,” Lewis wrote. 

Escalating crime rates, racial ten-, 
sion. a divisive mayoral race, a ma- 
jor federal lawsuit alleging 
widespread and systematic brutality 
by the city’s police department, high 
unemployment, declining popula- 
tion, a failing public school system 
and a rickety public transport 
’network. have all worked in recent 
years to -keep this city in a funk. 

On top of it all is an American Civil 
Liberties Union lawsuit against the . 
use of city funds to pay for the 
massive altar platform constructed 
for yesterday's papal mass at Logan 


Circle in the city centre. 

The suit — and the predominance 
of Jews In ACLU leadership ranks — 
spawned a nasty growth of anti- 
Semitism. "The hate mail Is un- 
believable,” said Hilda Silverman, 
fite organisation's local director. 
"We’ve had death threats. What 
Jesus himself would find If he were 
^coming here is all of these people 
who say they love file pope, but who 
stand ready to attack* the Jews," 
Silverman said. 

For all of their fighting and fuss- 
ing, spokesmen for the various and 
plentiful warring factions of this city 
said they were pleased that the pope 
was coining. Blacks and Jews, the 
ACLU notwithstanding, were in- 
volved in the design and construction 
of the altar platform.

Looking over the 
results of tile last examination nine 
months earlier, I saw that in that 
respect I had not noted anything ab- 
normal. So where were the the miss- 
ing testicles? 

■ I asked Mira to half-undress her 
son and stand him on my examina- 
tion couch so that I' could see the 
area In question. At first glance and 
palpation, there were Indeed no 
testicles where they should have 
been. I did think I could Just feel 
something high up in the scrotum on 
both sides. Mira looked on anxiously. 
1 now got Barak to sit down on the 
couch, bis knees bent up to his chin 
and his hands clasped firmly 
together around his legs. 

In this 'position X. re-examined the 
area, and thia time there was no 
doubt that his testicles were well and 
truly down In the scrotum. X showed 
this to Mira, and she was both im- 
pressed and relieved. 


■'These testicles are, la fact, quite 
normal in all respects,” 1 was able to 
tell her, “although they are what we 
-call retractile. Under certain cir- 
cumstances such as apprehension, 
cold or even examination by a nurse 
or -doctor, -they may retract, by 
muscular action, high up Into the 
scrotum or even into the groin, 
where they may often not he easily 
palpable, if at all. When this 
happens, the mistaken impression 
may he gained that the testicles have 
never descended into the scrotum — 
true undescended testicles. 
However,' by. positioning Barak as I 
did, full muscular relaxation oc- 
cured and, as you clearly saw, they 
dropped nicely down Into th.eir 
proper location at the bottom of the 
scrotum.

When this deal occurred In a 
Jerusalem duplicate I was East, 
playing First Up, and only reached a 
contract of five clubs. I subsequently 
worked out the bidding sequence 
that would reach the cold six clubs 
contract. 

The opening bid was two clubs. 
TUa announced a 20 point hand with 
at least fou r clubs an d a singleton or

void somewhere in the hand. I had 17 
high card points plus three for the 
void in spades. West's bid was two 
spades. He could have given me a 
jump raise in clubs suggesting three 
plus tricks. His two aces were eight 
points, and the fourth club an ad- 
ditional three points. We count three 
points as worth a trick. But he dear- 
ly held only two tricks, so why 
hurry ? Since I could have a spade fit, 
it was better to show this suit. My 
rebid was three clubs. An immediate 
rebid of a suit shows six cards In the 
suit. 

Now some positive action by West 
was called for, and this could be 
shown by bidding three diamonds. 
Since this suit as well as hearts bad 
been bypassed to make the spade 
bid, it was an undercut. It confirmed 


that the spades were a five-card suit, 
and technically it showed three 
diamonds to a top honour. So East 
could read the bid for the diamond 
ace. The three diamonds was also a 
forcing bid. ' 

East's rebid was four clubs. In the 
actual game. I was tempted to bid 
Blackwood four no trump, but I knew 
that two aces might include the 
spade ace. and that the resulting six 
club bid could not then be 
successful. Partner now signed off 
with five clubs. If he bad instead 
made an undercut of four hearts, I 
would know that he held the .heart 
ace, and that six clubs was a cold 
contract. 

This 1s an example of Inferential 
bidding that First Up makes possi- 
ble.

the abdomen into the groin and from 
there Into the scrotum. Rarely, for 
reasons that are not yet well un- 
derstood, their descent is arrested at 
some point en route on one or both 
sides. This is true non-descent, and 
here in no way can the testicle (s) be 
manipulated during examination 
into the scrotum. Having said all 
this. I should point out that In at least 
four out of every five boys referred 
to me with the suspicion of un- 
descended testicles 'or in whom at 
my initial examination I fall to 
detect one or more in the scrotum, 
careful examination makes it quite 
clear that they have in fact normal It 
_ retractile testicles. 

When true undescended testicles 
are present, surgical treatment is 
then usually advised to bring them 
down Into the scrotum since a testi- 
cle not in its proper location often 
doesn’t develop properly nor func- 
tion normally after puberty. The 
operation is usually carried out 
about the age of five although It may 
he done after this if the condition is 
only discovered later. Sometimes 
the procedure is undertaken in two 
separate stages if the testicle cannot 
be fixed in exactly Its correct posi- 
tion at the first operation. 

In this case, however, nothing 
, needed to he done except to give 
Mira a letter for the school nurse, 
stating that the apparently lost 
testicles bad been found.

TEL AVIV — One hundred Israeli 
manufacturers of furniture . and 
wood products are taking part In the 
Israel Furniture ’80 exhibition, 
which was opened here last night hy 
Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt. 

The exhibition continues at the 
national fair ground until October 13 
and is open to the public each day 
between 9 p.m and 8 p.m. and on 
Saturday evenings between 6 p.m. 
and midnight. 

The exhibition, jointly sponsored 
by the Industry Ministry and the 
Productivity Institute, will serve as 
a showpiece for the fastgrowing 
Israeli furniture industry. Already 
the fifth largest industry in the coun- 
try In terms of the size of its 
workforce, furniture manufacturers 
exported an impressive 540m. last 
■ year. 

But markets are still relatively un- 
developed, being concentrated at 
present in Europe, with some 
business also being conducted in the 
U.S., Australia and South Africa. It 
is hoped that the exhibition will con- 
I tribute towards developing wider 
markets. 

One encouraging trend in this 
direction, which also has a certain 
political significance. Is the reported 
attendance of a delegation of 16 
businessmen and buyers from 
Egypt. Alex Levlnstrein, chairman 
Of the Association of Furniture 
Manufacturers, announced recently 
that he had discussed the participa- 
tion of the Egyptian delegation dur- 
ing the visit to Israel by Egyptian

THE JERUSALEM 


Dayan stirs the pot 


THE DEAL, struck by Foreign Minister Dayan in Washington 
for the monitoring of Israel’s withdrawal from Sinai under the 
peace treaty with Egypt, may or may not be the best that could 
be secured in the circumstances. 

Mr. Dayan himself thinks it is, and his Judgment certainly 
deserves respect. On the other hand, it clearly falls wide of the 
mark when set against the hard-line position taken in the matter 
just a couple of months ago by the Foreign Minister himself. - 

At that time, Mr. Dayan insisted that Israel should reject any 
alternative to the mulitlnational force that the U.S. had, as he 
pointed out, 'undertaken to set up if the Security Council (that is, 
the Soviets) refused to have UNEF’s mandate renewed. Israel 
should not consent to UNEF’s replacement with the unreliable 
UNTSO, he argued, nor content Itself with Joint patrolling with 
Egypt, even if that should prove possible. 

At stake, so Mr. Dayan claimed, was the integrity of a fun- 
damental American pledge, and that the time to test it was now. 

Some observers remarked at the time that Mr. Dayan was 
making a mountain out of a molehill; that he was basing himself 
on a text (a letter by Mr. Carter to Mr. Begin) that was not whol- 
ly free from ambiguity; and that it was not worth straining 
Israel's limited bargaining power for the achievement of such a 
limited, and evidently impossible, objective. 

Waving these objections aside, the Cabinet lined up loyally 
behind the Foreign Minister, endorsing his stand without reser- 
vations. 

Perhaps it is not entirely surprising, then, that most Cabinet 
members now feel cheated, let alone slighted; especially since 
Mr. Dayan, in his now customary fashion, did not bother to con- 
sult with his colleagues (nor even with Mr. Begin) when he dis- 
covered, during his talks in Washington last month, that a tac- 
tical retreat to a new position was desirable. 

. Now it is plain that Mr. Dayan does not take the foreign policy 
opinions of some, if not most, of his “babbling” colleagues too 
seriously, and he may be right in his attitude. But even a better 
team than the present would be hard put to follow Mr. Dayan's 
reasoning in his regular lightning switches from "hawk” to 
“dove” or the other way round. 

The Cabinet will in the end probably ratify the deal, despite 
the views expressed yesterday by the Knesset Committee, only 
because Mr. Begin has already endorsed it — as the best that 
could be secured in the circumstances. The issue will then have 
been resolved. But what is likely to remain in the public 
memory is the manner in which the Cabinet once again hurtled 
aimlessly into and out of an Issue of its own making. 


A signal from the Pope 


IF, AS REPORTED, Pope John Paul n wishes to come on a 
pilgrimage to Israel he will, needless to say, be a most welcome 
guest. The hospitality he may expect would certainly equal that 
extended to Pope Paul VI during his journey here back in 1964. 

The Pope’s address to the UN General Assembly in New York 
on Tuesday, following visits to Bpston and earlier to Dublin, was 
in its way a fitting curtain-raiser to such a pilgrimage. 

Combining boldness and discretion, John Paul spoke with out- 
rage of the horrors of the Holocaust, with approval of the Camp 
David accords (as stepping stones to overall Middle East 
peace) and Palestinian rights, and with - diplomacy of 
Jerusalem. 

His brief comments on this city, though hewing close to now 
established Vatican policy, evoked special interest. He called 
for “a special statute that, under international guarantees, 
would respect the particular nature of Jerusalem." 

Commenting to the press on the Pope’s speech, Israel's Per- 
manent Representative Yehuda Blum paid tribute to John 
Paul's appeal for a peaceful solution to all international dis- 
putes, but pointedly ignored his proposal on Jerusalem. Am- 
bassador Blum merely pointed out that religious autonomy, and 
access to all holy places, is assured in an unprecedented 
measure under Israel's rule. 

He might have, without prejudicing any Israeli claims, 
suggested that the religious status quo could be reinforced by 
appropriate and agreed international guarantees. He might also 
have been less niggling in his reference to unnamed “other 
faiths” for whose adherents Jerusalem holds a “deep spiritual 
significance." 

Perhaps Ambassador Blum feared he would not have the 
sanction of his superiors for a display of any greater liberality 
on the sensitive issue of Israel's capital. But that would be a sign 
of weakness, not strength. And it is time we put such fears about 
Jerusalem away. 
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MEIR RONNEN advocates the creation of a single, con- 
trolled outlet for cement as a way of ending the profiteer- 


ing and periodic shortages of the last 12 years. 
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ACCORDING to a recent report In 

The Post the Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism has just made 
the horrified discovery that there is 
a flourising West Bank-based black 
market in cement. The discovery 
comes about a decade too late. 

Periodic shortages of cement have 
occurred with monotonous regulari- 
ty since the beginning of the building 
boom that followed the Six Day War. 
Speculators on the West Bank — and 
not Israeli contractors — began buy- 
ing up cement before the Tom Kip- 
pur War, which they resold at 
between five and six times the then 
controlled price. 

These black marketeers were not 
contractors either, but mere 
speculators who owned rows of shops 
in Shuafat, Bethlehem, Ramallah 
and elsewhere. . These shops had 
their interconnecting walls knocked 
out and all fixtures removed, so that 
they could be used for the storage of 
at least 50 tons of cement. 

Their customers were the smaller 
Arab and Jewish contractors, who 
were given a single ton at a time. 
These "beggars” could be seen on 
Shuafat's main road, waiting with 
their own transport for a few bags of , 
cement. There were times when a 20- 


ton supply would arrive direct from 
the Nesher Plant only to be sold right 
off the back of the trailer, without it 
entering the shop. All the shopowner 
did was collect the money (cash on- 
ly, plus a fee for the porters). 

Few of these speculators 
were licensed cement dealers. It 
follows that they must have paid 
handsome kickbacks to dealers 
ready to let them have 100-500 tons a 
month. They were simply capitaliz- 
ing a highly profitable operation that 
' made — and often still makes — an 
essential Israeli building component 
five times more expensive than it 
should be. 

Nor have they confined their deal- 
ing to Israeli Portland-type cement. 
Trailers of imported Rumanian ce- 
ment have also reached them direct- 
ly from Haifa Port. 


THERE IS ONLY one way to ensure 
that this absurd — and inflationary 
— situation Is terminated : to create a 
government company to replace the 
cement dealers; and to make all ce- 
ment sales here subject to rigid in- 
spection. 

This machinery need not be either 
cumbersome or expensive. It could 
be controlled by a small computer- 


guided staff who would share their 
computer Information with the VAT 
investigation teams. Expenses 
would be more than covered by the 
profits tor even part of them) at pre- 
sent going into the pockets of the 

dealers. 

In this way, all, instead of most, 
cement would be sold direct to bona 
fide contractors. Each contractor 
would receive an annual allocation 
based on the production of building 
licences and Lhelr accompanying 
aggregate estimates. This allocation 
would be divided up into monthly 
allotments and recorded In a com- 
puter. 

With all cement sales thus com- 
puter recorded, tax investigation 
teams would have an exact check on 
all building starts. Builders would 
also be effectively prevented from 
starting construction before receiv- 
ing a licence. . 

Ancillary cement-using industries, 
like makers of building blocks and 
floor tiles, would- also be brought Into 
fhim network of inspection. Some of 
these firms, also on the West Bank, 
have periodically made more money 
from selling their cement on the 
black market than from making 
tiles, in which labour and machinery 
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are involved. 

Greating^a single controlled outlet 
for cement would not constitute a 
reversal of the liberalization 
process. It would only serve as a free 
form of rationing If real shortages 
develop, while ensuring a continuous 


flow, of supplies for essential pro- 
jects. Above all, it would put an end 
to the activities of the speculators 
who line their pockets with the: 
money of Israeli citizens, at no small 
cost to the Israeli economy.

THE DEMOCRATIC world is rapid- 
ly narrowing. Of the 151 nations in 
the UN today, not more than 35 can 
be rated as democratic. The number 
is more likely to diminish than in- 
crease. The Western-oriented 
nations that espouse what Winston 
Churchill called the least of all the 
evil forms of government, are, in the 
last decades of the twentieth cen- 
tury ...the" distinct minority. 

This should give us food for serious 
thought. Maybe we are wrong; 
maybe democracy is not the least of 
evils. For certainly, if we are not 
wrong, we are doing something that 
is undermining what we obviously 
believe to be best. 

I submit that one of the destructive 
forces in democracy is too much 
democracy; not knowing where to 
call a halt to the “democratic” 
rights of those who would destroy 
democracy. When democracy in the 
U.S. demands that freedom of 
speech protect the right of Nazis to 
organize, parade and demonstratein 
the interests of advancing a move- . 
ment that would destroy democracy, 
then this is simple suicide. 

When democracy does not mount a 
counter-offensive against people iz> 
totalitarian states, which establish 
cells in free countries, then it is guil- 
ty of suicide. Sacred terms of the 
democratio world — pluralism, 
freedom of speech and assembly, in- 
dividual rights, eta. — will destroy 
themselves unless they are defined 
and limited. 


Limits to pluralism 


“One of the destructive forces in democracy is too much 
democracy.*’ SIMON A. DOLGIN argues that where the 
Jewish religion is concerned, differences in degree must 
not be confused with differences in kind. 


ALL THIS has something to do with 
our approach to Judaism and the 
Jew. Indeed, being democratically 
minded, we believe In pluralism and 
the right of the Individual to live his 
life as he wishes. However, this 
tolerance may well cause the under- 
miningof the Jewish people in Israel 
and in the Diaspora. Somewhere, 
there must be demarcations es- 
tablished that say "Halt” to 
pluralism, diversity and the right to 
call individual practices '* Jewish.” 
Actually, the Israel Supreme 
Court has established certain 
limitations on the pluralism of Jews. 
A Jew ceases to be a Jew when he 
accepts the divinity of Christianity's 
saviour. The Knesset found the 
fallacy in Ben-Gurlon’s and Bar 
Yehuda's doctrine that a Jew is 
anyone who declares himself to be a 
Jew. The Shalit case caused Israeli 
law to limit the definition of the Jew 
to one born of a Jewish mother or 
converted to the Jewish faith and not 
a member of any other faith. Only 
such .definitions can save a 
democratically-minded Jewish peo- 
ple and Jewish State from seif 
destruction. 


THE PRINCIPLES of our faith have 
been at the centre of Jewish ex- 
istence. This writer has long sought 
a raison d’etre for Jewish continuity 
aside from religion. He has seriously 
raised tbe Issue in Intellectual 
circles without any response. The 
maxim of Rabbi Saadi a Gaon of 
almost a thousand years ago, 
remains true: “Our people is a peo- 
ple only by virtue of its Toras” 
[written and oral]. The articles of 
this faith were deary postulated by 
Malmonldes and Rabbi Joseph 
Albo. No valid substitute has yet 
been offered. 

In Maimonldes' Thirteen Articles 


of Faith there is much room for 
democracy's sacred cow — 
pluralism. In Judaism, no group is 
as pluralistic as Orthodoxy. There 
are more than 57 varieties of 
Orthodoxy: Hassidim of countless 
strains arid Mitnagdim, Orientals 
and Occidentals, Zionists and anti- 
Zionists. With all their differences, 
sometimes aggravated by external 
factors that cause in-fighting, all 
recognize the others as Jews. None of 
- Lubavitch will say that the Hassidim 
o I Gur or the Mitnagdim of 
Frankfurt are not Jewish. These 
differences may be called 
differences of degree. All espouse 
the fundamentals of Maimonldes. 

However, differences in degree 
must not be confused with 
differences in kind. These were the 
differences of the Sadducees and 
Karaites, who rejected the authen- 
ticity of Oral Law, as did the 
Samaritans. The early Christians 
under Paul, did the same. 

In extreme form today, this is the 
difference in kind of Jews for Jesus 
who, amongst other things, reject 
Maimonides' Second Principle (the 
Creator is One and there is no 
oneness like His in any form) and his 
Ninth Principle ithis Tora will not be 
exchanged and there shall be no 
other Tora from the Creator). These 
differences in kind exceeded the 
limits of pluralism and had to be re- 
jected as foreign to Judaism and in- 
imical to its being. 

In a more mild form, perhaps, for 
socio-hlstoric reasons, the difference 
in kind between Conservative and 
Reform Judaism has not yet been 
read out of the pluralistic demar- 
cations of “classical Judaism." Both 
deny Maimonides' Sixth, Seventh 
and Eighth Principles (I believe with 
complete faith that all the words of 
the prophets are true; that the 
prophecy of Moses, our teacher of 
blessed memory, was true; that all 
the Tora now in our hands was given 
to Moses our teacher of blessed 
memory). 

This writer recalls Conservatism's 
ideologist, Seymour Siegel, declar- 
ing at the Hebrew University, "We 
believe In Tora from Heaven, but not 
the Tora from Reaven." This in addi- 
tion to his rejection of Principles 
Twelve and Thirteen, about the 
Messiah and resurrection of the 
dead. 

Those espousing this kind of faith, 
in which this writer finds not distinc- 
tively Jewish principles that are basic 
and binding, are, os far removed 
from pluralistic classical Judaism 
as were their predecessors men- 
tioned above. To halachlc Judaism, 
they are strangers. Their Zionism, 
personal practices, ritual forms, do 
not compensate for or replace the 
acknowledgement of .the principles 


of Maimonides and Albo, of Jews of 
3,000 years ago, upon which our peo- 
ple was founded And sustained. The 
disdain for halacha is perhaps 
evidenced by the fact that the 
Conservative Seminary does not or- 
dain its rabbis' to render halachic 
decisions. 


THE CHIEF RABBIS of Jerusalem 
issued a decree before Rosh 
Hoshana banning worship in Conser- 
vative synagogues or even seeking to 
fulfil the mitsva of hearing tbe 
shofar in such places. Their decree 
was attacked in The Jerusalem Post 
(September 19, 20) by Conservative 
leader, Tuvia Friedman, writer 
Moshe Kohn and Orthodox Professor 
Eliezer Berkcrwits. Their common 
charge was that the chief Rabbis did 
not cite Halachic sources and 
authorities. . 

Now. these men must be fooling. 
Do they expect to be given two 
columns to cite sources? In the light 
■the heresy described above, are 
sources necessary? What "religious 
politics” ore involved In disavow- 
ing movements when the Talmud 
(Mishna, BT Sanhedrin 90a) 
declares, "These have no phare in 
the world to come; he who says there 
is no resurrection of the dead In- 


dicated in the Tora and the Tora is 
not from heaven”? Maimonldes 
(Hllchot Teshuva m. 6) is even 
sharper in his condemnation and ex- 
communication of such proponents. 

But if contemporary authorities 
need to be cited — and who says that 
scholarly Jerusalem Chief Rabbis 
are not adequate authorities? — then 
one can easily cite an authority of in- 
disputable status far removed from 
"politics," who long ago Issued a 
similar halachic judgement: Rabbi 
Joseph B. Soloveitchik. 

Tuvia Friedman's cry that "from 
legitimate disagreement to wbat 
amounts to a call for a boycott of 
Conservative Judaism is a wide and 
imponderable step," assumes that 
i the difference Is in degree — like the 
1 difference between Hillel and 
Shamai, or Hassidim and Mitnagdim 
— but he is wrong. It is a difference 
in kind, not unlike Sadducees. Early 
Christians or Karaites. 


FRIEDMAN'S declaration, “We, un- 
like the Chief Rabbis of Jerusalem, 
look upon Jewish tradition as a liv- 
ing. growing force, One capable of 
meeting the challenges of modern 
Israeli life" is fraught with need for 
definition and proof. 

By “living, growing,” he means 


not bound by the disciplines of 
halacha, which the Chief Rabbis live 
and which, today in Israel, has 
grown to its greatest proportions in r 
history. Being "capable of meeting ' 
challenges” needs proof, In 75 years 
of Conservatism in America, with its 
assimilation and intermarriage and 
dubious sops to accommodate those 
destructive forces, of a “Judaism 
that can speak to the Jew of time and 
place." 

This writer might believe that the ; 
advertisement placed has little 
value, except to give an impression 
that Moshe Kohn Is right: "There Is 
fear of the Conservative challenge." * 
He believes that the only response, to 
the challenge is to bring the Tora- . 
true message in dignity and religious 
quality to a vast public ready to 
liaten. Spiritual leaders ' must 
denounce stone-throwing that under- _ 
mines Jewish religious as well as . 
state law, as indeed, the Beit Ejin of 
the Eda Haredit and many rabbis 
have done. They must denounce cor- 
ruption. strikes, irresponsible 
quarrels of leaders which undermine 
tile state. They have already com.* 
out in condemnation of pripf gpngfpg 
bn religious articles. Above oil. they 
must set a personal exJSnple of 
humility. 

It is difficult to measure "the 
spirit’ ' of the Chief Rabbis' - 
pronouncement, which Professor 
Berkowitz condemns, but he Is cer- 
tainly wrong, when he says the rul- 
ing lacks any basis in halacha. Hear- 
ing the ahofar at a place of worship 
founded on the principle that Tora fe 
less than, divine law is as 
sacrillgious as the principle. Itself;
